1) On our Lenten season and Holy Week 

Wow... we were blessed! The accolades keep flowing in 
from people who felt particularly touched by our Holy Week 
services. It would seenn impossible, but somehow Wayne 
and Kaydene Hubert and team "raised the bar" again with 
an outstanding Passover Seder Meal that truly took us 
back to the Old Testament roots of our Lord's last supper. 
We give thanks also for everyone who helped with our 
Good Friday Service -- Pastor Bruce's message and all of 
the special music powerfully called our attention to Christ's 
love poured out on the cross. 

Truly, we give thanks for the joy of the resurrection 
proclaimed this Easter — the worship teams and Easter 
breakfast teams and Sunday Servant teams all did a 
beautiful job of reflecting the joy of the Risen Lord. 
We've discovered that our Easter attendance is usually 
about twice our average weekend attendance and hence 
worshippers overflowed into the narthex for both the middle

and late services. Who knows, maybe we'll need four 
services next year! 

Indeed, we thank everyone for a very special Lenten 
season. From the super soup suppers organized by our 
Fellowship Ministry and served by our council ministries, 
to our well-loved Holden Prayer Service, to our Lenten 
services lifting up the seven churches of the book of 
Revelation; we've been very blessed. Thanks for observing 
the 40 days of Lent with us this year as we explored 
the theme: "Christ Speaks to Christ's Church" from the 
Revelation of John. 

2) On our recent new member group... 

What an exciting day for us recently as we welcomed 
over 55 new people into our church! Thanks to our staff 
and council and all who helped with the orientation and 
luncheon Sunday. We are honored that God has entrusted 
all these new brothers and sisters in Christ to us as we 
work together for the kingdom of God. 
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3) On our Police Memorial Service May 15th... 

This is a national annual event that our Longmont Police 
chaplains have hosted for the past six years. Five of those 
six years' services have been here at FCLC. We are 
honored to have our mayor (or a representative) and local 
police chiefs and county sheriff here once again. Please 
join us for this very special event at Ham. 

4) On our Stewardship... 

Our hope is to continue our First Fruits giving to Outreach 
at 20 percent; however, if giving falls too far behind, we 
may only be able to support Outreach at 15 percent until 
giving more closely matches budget. The beauty of biblical 
practice of "first-fruits giving" is that it meets us where we're 
at; tithing goes up when our income is up and tithing goes 
down when our income goes down. In the ups and downs 
of life, we try to put "first things first" and trust that God will 
provide. 

Truly, we do thank you for your faithfulness and generosity 
in supporting the work of the Lord in our church. We hope 
that our "first-fruits" giving as a congregation through the 
years has provided a positive example for each of you to 
know and believe that God is faithful when we put "first 
things first" \n our giving of time and talents and treasure. 
Try it — it works! God is faithful to provide for our needs 
when we place our trust in Him. 

5) On my sabbatical this summer... 

Thanks for all your kind words of support. I'm really looking 
forward to "recharging my batteries" and learning to 
relax... ha! Having said that, I have committed to a couple 
of weddings (that have been on my calendar since fall) and 
to serving as MO at the Utah work camp our youth will be 
attending in July, and I may be up at Sky Ranch with our 
youth in June. But I am looking forward to stepping away 
from the office and phone and email and daily schedule 
so that I can catch up on reading and visit other growing 
churches. As you can imagine, I'm eager to see what I 
can learn. I'm also hoping that we can take a nice family 
vacation at the end of July and that I can take an overseas 
trip with my brother-in-law (who is an avid traveler) in 
August. 

Some of you have asked if I'm thinking of leaving FCLC. I'm 
not. But I believe that we always need try to be open to the 
"surprises" of the Spirit. (John 3:8) Having said that, I know 
that I am "my father's son." My father served as Sr. Pastor 
for 33 years at First Lutheran in Fremont, Nebr., (following 
Bishop Archie Madsen) and I believe that part of the 
strength of his ministry was that he never intended to stay 
that long — it's just that there was always "one more project" 
he felt called to help lead. So who knows where the Spirit 
will lead? © 

6) On visioning for the future... 

Although it has been over two years now since we 
completed the expansion of our education wing, the end 



of a building project is sometimes a time when churches 
ask the question, "What's next?" In Leonard Sweet's 
book. Aqua Church, (which plays on the historic image of 
the church as a "ship"), he says, "People often ask mega 
church pastor Mike Slaughter what he's going to do next, 
where he sees himself in five or 10 years. Mike responds 
that if he is in charge of his own life, he knows the answer 
to that question. But if God is in charge of his life, he has 
no idea how to answer the question." After all, as Jesus 
says, "The wind blows wherever it pleases.. .So it is with 
everyone born of the Spirit." (John 3:8) Again, who knows 
what all God will be calling FCLC to next in our mission! 

As popular as "mission statements" are today, I tend to 
suspect that God has given all churches the same mission: 
to "Go and make disciples..." But churches have different 
gifts and values just as Christians have different gifts and 
values to carry out that mission. Although our membership 
and building have grown a lot in recent years, nevertheless 
our core values remain quite visible: "To reach out in love" 
as a church that is 1) Bible-centered, 2) prayer-centered, 
3) worship-centered (blending traditional and new 
music), 4) visitor-friendly, 5) kid-friendly, 6) modeling 
"first-fruits" giving, 7) modeling the "priesthood of all 
believers. " 

Indeed, we're still "young" and I expect we'll continue to 
"grow" in all our ministries and I expect new ministries 
will "spring forth" like our prayer shawl ministry and much 
more. I expect that we will be adding worship services 
such as our midweek Wednesday Candlelight Communion 
Service. I expect our staff support will grow, too. Most of us 
didn't buy all our furniture at once — it's the same way for 
staffing a church — we just keep "whittling away" at it as the 
opportunities and the funding presents itself. 

At our council retreat this year, one of our council members 
urged us to begin praying about our "next" building project. 
Although the comment caught me off guard, I have to admit 
that increasingly we're running out of room for worship 
(most often at the 11a service) and during Education Hour 
and on Wednesday nights. . . and last night for our wonderful 
Seder Passover Meal! If it feels a bit overwhelming to us at 
times, we can probably better sympathize with Peter and 
the disciples in the second chapter of Acts. Again, Jesus 
says, "The wind blows wherever it pleases.. . So it is with 
everyone born of the Spirit." Our job is to try to faithfully 
follow the Spirit's lead! 

This is an exciting time in the life of our church and I want 
to thank each of you for the part YOU have been playing in 
our ministry! "Now you are the body of Christ, and each one 
of you is a part of it. " 1 Cor. 1 2:27

INTERPRETING THE NUMBERS: 

This writing provides a perspective on the 
current state of our finances. Numerous 
subjects were discussed during Council 
meetings last fall, the Budget Hearings in 
December, and the Annual Congregational 
meeting in January. A few of those 
subjects, in no specific order, are provided 
to refresh memories or inform those that 
weren't able to attend: 

• the desire to retain first fruits giving at 
20 percent; 

• the need to establish ''sinking funds'' 
to provide funds for purchasing high cost 
items; 

• the need to add a full-time Youth 
Director to the staff; 

• the giving pattern of the congregation; 

• funding a full-time Worship, Music, and 
Drama Director on staff. 

We finished 2007 very strong! We were 
able to wing the debt ($87,000+) and finish 
the year with income equaling expenses! 
Both were accomplished by your gracious 
giving and God's grace! We were reminded 
once again that this is a very loving, giving, 
faith community no matter the time of year. 
It was with this reminder along with the 
congregation's stated desire that we keep 
them informed of our fiscal status that we 
entered into 2008. 
The proposed, and approved, 2008 
congregational budget was unquestionably 
aggressive and included funding for 
continued operations and the subjects 
mentioned in the first paragraph. As of this 
writing, we have only one more Sunday 
remaining in a first calendar quarter of the 



year and included Easter. [Note: Easter, 
which is a particularly high giving Sunday, 
is in the second quarter approximately 80 
percent of the time.] We find ourselves at 
approximately 82 percent of straight-line 
budget. We realize that giving is not linear 
and over 15 percent of our giving occurs 
between Thanksgiving and the end of the 
year. 

With this in mind, the council decided 
to place a minimum of 15 percent of 
the General Fund giving designated to 
Outreach. This figure will be adjusted 
upwards quarterly based on giving. It 
is our hope that for the year, the total 
percentage allocated to Outreach will be 
at the congregation's desired 20 percent. 
However, this is completely dependent on 
giving and the actions taken relative to the 
subjects mentioned in the first paragraph. 
There are still challenges ahead. The hiring 
of a full-time Youth Director is proceeding at 
a pace that assumes funds will be available 
for the position. You probably noticed that 
the left projector in the sanctuary is not as 
clear as the right. From the manufacturers 
perspective, these projectors are past their 
life expectancy and will need to be replaced 
soon [They are replaced in pairs and work is 
underway to determine how best to replace 
them.] As you requested, we will keep you 
informed of our financial situation on at 
least a quarterly basis in this newsletter. If 
you have specific questions or comments, 
they can be given either in person or via 
email to: Susan (susan@fclc.org) or Ed 
(ed@fclc.org). 
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Stewardship

We continue our Stewardship Education 
column on Mark Allan Powell s book, Giving 
to God: Tfie Bible's Good News About Living 
a Generous Life, The past two months we 
have learned that ''faithful stewardship 
involves giving to God as an act of worship. 
We give out of glad and generous hearts 
as an expression of love and devotion to 
the God who is so good to us" Also, ''we 
confess that all we are and everything we 
have belongs to God and we put this faith 
into action when we offer ourselves and our 
possessions to God to be used as God sees 
fit/' 

This month, we will focus on chapter 
three: A Spiritual Discipline. The bible 
presents stewardship as a spiritual 
discipline. Recognition of this is central to 
understanding that biblical stewardship is 
"good news.'' As we come to understand 
stewardship as a spiritual discipline, 
we move quickly away from a focus on 
requirements "what we are supposed to do" 
to a discovery of possibilities that we might 
not have known were available. 

Hearts and Treasures 

While giving the Sermon on the Mount Jesus 
said "Where your treasure is, there your 
heart will be also" (Matthew 6:21). God 
wants us to have the right attitude toward 
our money and our things. The idea behind 
this is to always make sure our heart is set 
on God and that our heart is with God. We 
do not want to fall into the temptation of 
loving our money or become devoted to 
material things. 

Loving God 

How can I love God more? This is 
accomplished by not only loving God with 
all your heart, mind, body and soul and 
loving your neighbors as yourself, but by 
practicing spiritual disciplines. Some of 
the more common spiritual disciplines are 



praying before a meal and attending church 
on Sunday mornings. Of all the spiritual 
disciplines that are presented in the Bible, 
Stewardship is special in that it is the 
most directly connected to the status and 
condition of our hearts. 

Proactive Giving 

The Bible says that God loves a cheerful 
giver (2 Corinthians 9:7). This means that 
we ought not give reluctantly or because we 
think we have to, but willingly because we 
truly want to. Don't just give to things you 
care about, give to things you want to care 
about. Don't decide the amount of your 
giving by how much you care, but by how 
much you want to care. 

The Spiritual Principle of Renunciation 

The basic disciplines for becoming a more 
spiritual person usually involve Bible 
reading, prayer and regular worship. It is 
difficult to imagine anyone growing without 
some attention to those three things. But 
what if it were suggested that there is 
a fourth: sacrifice. We grow spiritually 
through renunciation of things that we 
value. We give of our treasure and our 
hearts are affected. 

Our Duty and Delight 

The Bible assures us that when we offer 
ourselves and what we have to God in 
worship and in faith, we will discover the 
blessings of a rich spiritual life. We discover 
the truth of what Jesus said, that it truly is 
"more blessed to give than to receive" (Acts 
20:35).

eagerly sharing their gifts of service throughout all of Lent and on Easter morning.
